Nkw Orleans, lice. 11. — The city 
is crowded with people, representing 
the prominence, wealth anil chivalry of 
the Southern states, including six or 
seven governors. As soon as the doors 
of the city hall opened a stream of visi- 
tors began to pour through the death 
chamber to take a farewell view, the 
crowd of visitors being even greater 
than yesterday. At 11:30 the casket 
was closed and the remains conveyed Lo 
the front portico, where the simple and 
impressive rites of the Episcopal church 
were performed. Lafayette square, in 
front of tho city hall, was densely 
packed with people mid the balcony ami 
every available space from which the 
pageant could he viewed was crowded 
to the extreme. 

The obsequies were conducted by 
Bishop Gallagher, assisted by five nlBoi- 
ating clergy nn'" of various denomina- 
tions. There were altogether twenty 
surpliccd ministers besides the attend- 
ance of numerous clergy of different de- 
nominations. From the various South- 
ern states a surpliced choir of thirty- 
six voices, accompanied by an organ, 

sang the anthem — 

"Through the Valley of the Shallow 

of Death," 

After which Bishop Gallagher made 
the address. Following Bishop Galla- 
gher, Rev. Dr. Markhum read the les- 
son, while Kcv. Martin repeated a 
psalm, the Rev. Bukewell the versicles, 
and Rev. Thompson the creed, anil tints 
ended the services at the city hall, 
which, though simple and brief, were 
wonderfully impressive. 

The casket was borne by a detach- 
ment of soldiers to a handsomely decor- 
ated caisson, on which it was conveyed 
to the cemetery. Tlu> caisson was cov- 
ered with a-oanopy supported by can 
iion and muskets, draped with United 
States Hags. The casket rested on a 
slight elevation, and the caisson was 
drawn by six black horses, each led by a 
soldier in uniform. With marvellous 
precision the battalions wheeled into 
tine, preceded by a detachment of city 
police, followed by tlie clergy, pallbear- 
ers ami so on until a mammoth line 
formed the procession; 

The honorary pallbearers were: Gov- 
ernor Nicola, of Louisiana; Lowery, 
Mississipij Buckner, Kentucky; Gordon, 
Georgia; Richardson, South Carolina; 
Fellows, North Carolina; Fleming, Flor- 
ida; Eagle, Arkansas. 

The pallbearers were: General George 
N. Jones, Iowa; Hon. Charles E. Ten- 
ner, Louisiana; Sawyer Hay ward, Mis- 
sissippi; Hon. Thomas H. W-.lts, Ala- 
bama, a member of President Davis' 
cabinet. 

The procession was an hour and ten 
minutes passing a given point. As the 
grand funeral cortege traversed the 
streets, from the turrets of every church 
a knell tolled, while dirges blended with 
the booming of minute guns. Parts of 
the city not directly located on the line 
of march were literally depopulated.

ROBERT BROWNING, 

Puet and Dramatist, Dies at His Italian 
Home— His Death was Painless. 

Venice, Doc. 12. — Robert Browning, 
the poet, died at 10 o'clock to-night, 
His death was painless. 

The deceased poet and dramatist was 
born in 1812 at Cumbcrwell, Surrey ,and 
was educated at the University of Lou- 
don. At tho age of twenty he went to 
Italy, and during his residence in that 
country he diligently studied its medie- 
val history ami became acquainted with 
the home-life of its people. His first 
published attempt in poetry was "Paul- 
ine," a tale in verse, to which 
was appended "Paracelus" (1H,'15) 
a dramatic poem — dramatic in 
form at least — in which the prinoipal 
character is. the empiric and alchymist 
of the sixteenth century. While not 
attracting goneral attention tliis work 
waH welcomed by the discerning few as 
the product of a purely original mind, 
rich iu performances and richer still in 
promise, Following "Paraoolui," came 
from Browning's pen the tragedy of 

"Strafford ;" then "Sbrdello," a poem , 
a collection of dramatic and lyric poems 
bearing tlie title "Bells and Pomegran- 
ates ;" and "The Duchess of Cleaves," u 
play. In 18-10, Mr. Browning married 
Miss Elizabeth Barret, the poetess, who 
died in 1861. After his marriage, Mr. 
Browning spent the greater part of his 
timv in Italy. 

In 1819 his collected poems were pub- 
lished in London snd in the United 
States, and in I8o0 his "Christinas Eve 
and Easter Day" made its appearance, 

followed by '"Men and Women," a col- 
lection of poems looked upon as Olio of 
the most powerful of his works. In 

addition to the works mentioned Mr. 
Browning bus published "King Victor 
and King Charles," "Dramatic Lyrics," 
"Return of the Druses, " "Colombo's 
Birthday," Dramatic Romances," The 
Soul's Errand," "Tlie Ring and the 
Hook," " Balaustion's Adventure," 
"Saviour of Society," "Kcd Cotton 
Night Cap Country," "Aristophan's 
Apology," " Tho Agamemnon of 
.l-.sehylus," "La Saisiaz," "Dramatic 
Idyla," and "doe's Serial." 

Mr. Browning, in addition to being a 
poet and dramatist) was a painter and 
musician of ability, and in 1S82 had con- 
ferred on him tho honorary degree of 
D. C. L. by tho University of Oxford. 
The Browning Society, having for its 
object tint study of Ins works, was 
formed in London in 1881, and now ex- 
tends to his admirers in all parts of tho 
world.

FREE AND UNFETTERED. 

The Times has peculiar itleus respect- 
ing the relations that should exist be- 
tween a member of Parliament ami his 
constituents. It believes that a repre- 
sentative will not do his duty unless he 
is bound by a number of cast-iron 
pledges. It never enters its head that 
an honest man will do what 
lie knows to be right in any 
position in which he is placed as 
faithfully and as zealously when he is 
not pledged as when he is pledged. In 
fact such a man does not require to be 
pledged. It is far better to leave hini 
unhampered by promises of any kind. 

Our contemporary in lugubrious tones 
says that thu citizens of Victoria have 
shown their disapproval of its advice 
and warnings by not only electing an 
M. I', by acclamation but that it "actu- 
ally gave him this high place without 
requiring from him an expression of 
political faith." [further on it says of 
Victoria, ".She hasn't a single represen- 
tative w ho is bound by specific pledges 
to support her interests." What if ah 
hasn't'/ Will not those men content 
for her rights as well as it is possible fo 
any specifically pledged men to do 
They are on their trial now 
The, Government which the Time 
would have ils readers believe Col 
Prior and Mr. Karlc have been elected 
to support whether it does right or 
wrong, whether it does what is favor- 
able to Victoria's interests or whether it 

endeavors to place obstacles in the w ay 
of its welfare — this Government, we 
say, has done and is doing what is in- 
jurious to the interests of their constitu- 
ents. Do those gentlemen stand idly 
by approving what the Government sees 
tit to do'.' Do they express their inten- 
tion to support the Government in do- 
ing what they know ia hurtful to Vic- 
toria'; The public have seen the tele- 
grams which they sent to Ottawa, tele- 
grams that were not, when they were 
written, intended for tho public eye. 
There is no feebleness in them — no sign 
of bubmissiveness. We have seen Col. 
Prior, at u season of the year in which 
it is very inconvenient for him to leave 
home, posting off to Ottawa to prevent 
injustice being done to his constituents, 
and it is well known that he is backed 
up in every step be has taken by his 
junior colleague. Could pledged men 
do more than this ? We are quite con- 
fident that Messrs. Prior and Earle will 
do everything that men in their position 
can do to prevent wrong being done to 
Victoria. They will do this because 
they know what the representatives of 
Victoria should do — because they know 
that the electors have placed their in- 
terests in their hands, confident that 
they would be faithful to the trust re 
posed in them. The Times has yet to 
learn that honest men do not need to 1 
pledged. It ought to know that pledgi 
will not bind dishonest men. 



OFFICIAL COURTESY. 

It strikes many people in Victoria as 
very singular indeed that the author- 
ities in Ottawa should have so promptly 
complied with what they considered the 
wishes of the Board of Trade. Although 
that body is composed of a number of 
very influential men, it is not the w hole 

Of Victoria. It might have been thought 
that there were others in this city and 
province ivho ought to have been 
consulted in a matter of such im- 
portance. The representatives of 
„tha city in the Commons might 
not unreasonably expect to be consulted 
before action was taken or informed aa 
to w hat the Governmont had been 
asked to do ami w hat reply it intended 
to make. Instead of trying to find out 
what the inhabitants of Victoria 
wanted and whether the resolution 
of the Board of Trade expressed 
tilt! desire of the majority of the 
mercantile community or the wishes 
of a fow men whose interests might not 
have been essential with those of tin' 
greater number, it made no enquiry, il 
asked no advice, but passed the Order- 
in-Council which is so adverse to the in- 
terests of Victoria with an nl 
ucrity which is really astonish- 
ing. Governments are generally 

very leisurely in their movements, 
They require to be reminded of requests 

and even of promise.-: very freqUOIltly, 

und they seldom take action until the 
patience of those who nre waiting for 
them to move is severely taxed. But in 
•this matter of granting what tiny in- 
terpreted to be the request of the 
Hoard of Trade Ihey were exceptionally 
. -very except ionally prompt, 

Their promptitude in granting 111.' 



Board of Trade what it did not want ia 
in striking contrast with their slowness 
in giving the same men and others, who 
might, to say tho least, be quite as in- 
fluential, what they declared they did 
want. 

Hud the Government given notice of 
their intention to tho representatives of 
the city, they and others would have in- 
stantly protested and the business of 
the city wouhl not have been unneces- 
sarily interrupted. But not only did 
the Ottawa authorities not consult the 
members and others who had a right to 
be consulted, but they did not deign to 
notice telegraphic messages that had 
been sent informing them that a mis- 
take had been made which ought to be 
corrected. This is a very glaring ex- 
ample of the "insolence of office" which 
independent, self-respecting men find it 
very hard to brook. A reply, even if it 
is a refusal, is due to every ono who has 
a right to sond a letter to an official; 
and officials who understand their 
duty frequently send replies, and 
courteous replies, to persons who, 
it might be supposed, have 
but little right to trouble the depart- 
ments with communications on trilling 

subjects. It is no part of the duty of a 
civil servant to snub men who have 
business to do with the departments. 

Those of them that do so prove not only 
that they are ill-bred, but that they arc 
not fit for the offices they fill. The man- 
ner in which men of standing and influ- 
ence have been treated by the depart- 
ment of Customs has been discourteous 
in the extreme, They should have been 
consulted while the communication from 
the Hoard of Trade was under consider- 
ation, and their communications, after 
the Ot'der-in-Counoil was promulgated 
should have received due attention, and 
-lioulil have been promptly anil courte- 
ously answered. The way in which the 
Ltoverninont has acted in this matter of 
enforcing the coasting laws has not 
raised it in the estimation of the citizens 
of Victoria. 

" ENERGETIC MEASURES. " 

Mr. Windom, the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, notices 
the seal islands in his report in a way 
that shows that the Government of the 
Republic bus not the least idea of with- 
drawing or modifying its claims to ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over the waters of 
Uoliring'sScu. After deploring the appar- 
ent decrease in the number of seals re- 
porting to the Pribylov Islands in the 
breeding season and commenting on the 
depredations on the herd by "unauthor- 
ized sealing vessels," Mr. Windom goes 
on to say : 

"The act of March 2, 1889, confers 
dl the needed authority upon the ex- 
ecutive to protect the seals within the 
■vaters of the United States, but an ap- 
propriation is necessary to provide ef- 
fective menus for exercising that autli 
iirity. There are not enough revenue 
.Hitters at the disposal of the department 
lo properly police the sealing grounds 
luring the dense fogs that prevail 
throughout the breeding season, am 
the great number of petty vessels en 
;aged in marauding would render it ill) 
possible for their captors to furnish 
prize crews to take them all to Sitka for 
iondeinuation. The present state and 
prospects of the industry seem to call 
tor prompt and energetic measures to 
preserve the valuable Pribylov herd 
from destruction or dispersion. It h 
suggested that a sufficient force o 

cruising vessels should be chartered 
equipped, and manned, as auxiliary t< 
nich revenue vessels as could be spared 
from stations, and a depot for prisoners- 
established at Ounalasku, whence they 
could be transferred to Sitka and dealt 
With according to law. It is believec 
that two or three seasons of energetic ef- 
fort would bleak up the present de- 
structive mid threatening operations.' 

If the "energetic measures" reeoin 
mended by the Secretary of the Treas 
ury are taken, trouble will be sure to 
ensue. British subjects on the high 
seas will not tamely submit to he taken 
prisoners by American cruisers. There 
is already talk of armed resistance by 
the sealers. This we think foolish, not 
because it is wrong, but because there 
is not much chance of its being success 
nil. The master of a vessel has, wo 
consider, a perfect right to defend his 
own property and the property of his 
owners from violence on the high seas, 
no matter by whom it is offered. Men 
who have committed no crime and who 
are pursuing their lawful avocation in a 
lawful manner have a right to fight for 
their liberty if there is any chance of re- 
taining it by lighting. But when fight- 
ing cannot possibly effect that object i 
is bust quietly to submit. 

Hut if the depot for prisoners is estal 
liBhed at Ounalaska ami the crews of 
British ships brought there it will be 
lingular indeed if the British Govern- 
ment submits to the outrage. Such 
"energetic measures" will be sure to 
bring on a crisis, for if the 
liiitish t Iovernment sees British sailors 
who have been guilty of no crime de- 
prived of their liberty as well as 
their property, with indifference, the 
British people will not. There are in- 
dications that the old spirit still lives in 
the British breast, and that it will not 
be strangled by oliiicialism. The Brit- 
ish Government that submits to the in- 
lignity shadowed forth in the extract 
mm Secretary Wimlnm's Report will 
raise a storm about its ears that it will 
not be able to withstand. We are very 
much mistaken if questions are not 
isked the British Premier and remarks 
iriade that will quicken his efforts to 
have the Bullring's Sou difficulty set- 
'led. It lakes a good deal to move the 
British people, but when oneu they are 
roused they will stand no trilling. Seiz- 
ing British ships on the high seas, con- 
fiscating British property ami imprison- 
ing British subjects will hi: certain lo 
rpuso them, and then Secretary Will- 
dbm, or we are very greatly mistaken, 
Will liud it necessary to lower his tone. 

//. S. FINANCE* A Nl) TRA DE. 

W'e see by the report of tin; secretary 
of tho United States Troasury that the 
revenue for the fiscal year ending June 
10, 1880; was $387,050,058 and the ex- 
penditure was .yJXI ,000,016, leaving a 
surplus of $105,05.1,443. There was ox- 
ponded during the year in the redemp- 
tion of notes and fractional currency 
n.d in Ihe purchase of bonds for the 
sinking fund $-17,583,313, leaving a net 
surplus of $57,470,130. The estimated 
surplus without making allowance for 
the sinking fund was $104,000,000. 
This was a very accurate forecast. 

The principal source of rovonuo in 
the United Stales is customs duties, 
These amounted lust year to (223:8„2,< 
741, Next to customs was internal 



revenue, tho amount of which in 18S0 
was S130,S81,5IH. The revenue from 
tdl other sources was comparatively 
small, not amounting to much over 
thirty mlll/.ons. The principal items of 
expenditure were : Pensions, $87,627,- 
770, but tho sum actually expended was 
much more than that; civil expanses, 
$25,59d,13.1j military establishment, in. 
eluding harbors, rivers, and arsenals, 
$44,435,270 ; naval establishment, 
including vessels, machinery, and 
improvements at navy yards, $21,- 
.'i78,H00. We see from this that 
tho United States paid lust year in 
pensions alone us much as was expended 
on tho army, the navy and the civil ser- 
ice. Tho interest on the public debt 
amounted to $41,001,484. The "Grand 
\riny" is a pretty expensive organiza- 
tion. Its members have votes, and 
they appear bound to get all they can 
their political influence. No one 
for a moment supposes that the United 
States Government spent over eighty- 
seven millions of dollars last year out of 
pure gratitude. Not u hit of it. The 
old soldiers showed the politicians that 
they could elect or reject candidates 
for legislative honors, and in this way 
they obtained for their claims a very 
handsome recognition. They had, too, 
their revenge on Mr. Cleveland, who 
etoed pension bills that recognized 
trumped up claims by the score. Cor- 
poral Tanner was not the only old sol- 
dier who was clever enough to convert 
his military services into capital and to 
make tho country pay dearly for a limb 
lost in its defence. We see that 
the estimate for pensions for 
the year 1801 is oven greater 
than the expenditure of last year. It is 
$08,587,252. The whole estimated 
revenue of that year is $385,000,000, 
and the estimated expenditure $202,- 
271,403, leaving an estimated surplus of 
$92,728,595. Of this sum $49,159,073 
will he required for tho sinking fund, 
leaving $43,569,522 as the net surplus. 
The Treasury of the United States is 
full to overflowing and the (Iovernment 
seems determined to keep it in that con- 
dition. Although bonds have been pur- 
chased to the extent of $99,233,950 
there was in available cush on hand on 
the 1st of November, $45,335,762. 

The trade of the United States, ac- 
cording to the report, is very great and 
it is increasing. The total value of im- 
ports and exports of merchandise and 
specie during the last fiscal year was 
$1;613, 137,033, an increase of $87,470,- 
848 over the previous year. The total 
export was $742,401,375 and tho total 
import of merchandise was $745,131,- 
1)52. The balance of trade was there- 
fore slightly against the United States. 
But this is not now looked upon as a 
serious misfortune. The principal ex- 
ports of the United States are the pro- 
ducts of agriculture. They were valued 
at $532,141,490, being 72.87 per cent, of 
the whole export. The value of the ox 
ports of manufactures was $138,675,507 
being 18.00 of the total export. One of 
the objects of the. Pan-American Con 
ference is to increase the proportion of 
manufactures exported. It will be in 
teresting to watch whether or not it ef- 
fects this purpose.

Professor Bail, in "Le DuudUmo Cerebral," 
speaks of man ns n right handed animaL 
Beiu£ right Immled, it iji popularly assumed 
that ho is also right leg« k1, but tub doe* nc.fc 
appjar to be tlio case. Standing working 
with the right band there is a tendency to 
use the loft leg for balance. Many nonpls 
find Jess exertion in going round circles "to 
tho right than to the loft. 

So the majority of tho movements are 
more readily performed to tho right, as danc- 
ing, running, etc. Tho rulo in walking is to 
keep to the right, and this appears to bo' al- 
most universal. It is more natural to bear 
to tho right. Of a largo number of people 
from the hotter educated classes asked about 
the existence of a rule, only ti7 per cent, 
males and 53 ber cent, females were awnro of 
the rulo; tho larger majority obey it uncon- 
sciously in walking. Crowds tend to hear to 
the right. Tho left log being the strongor is 
more readily brought into action; hence 
troops start ofF with the left foot; It is the 
foot which is placed in the stirrup of the 
eaddlo or stop of the bicycle in mounting; so 
that urn loft foot is tho foot from which a 
man taltos oil' from lu jumping. 

In the experiments of Mr. G. EL. Darwin 
blindfolding boys and telling them to walk 
straight, the right handed one diverged to 
tho right, and vice versa. From measure- 
ments of Dr. Garson of tho skeletons of the 
two logs, in 51.2 per cent., tho left was the 
longer and S5.8 tho right. For measurements 
of the feet the writer collected the drawings 
and measurements of 200 pairs with the re- 
sult that in 4-1 per cent, the left wus longer, 
in 31.5 per cent, the right and in 84.5 per 
cent, they were tho same size. Moosuremonta 
at tho first joint gave 511 per cent, largor, and 
at the instep 42.5 per cent. From tho table 
of the figures it is observed that the left foot 
is tho more frequently tho larger in tho male 
than in the female sex, and the percentage of 
feet of tho san 10 size is greater in the femnl*. 
The percentage of the right larger than the 
loft is very constant, where*. ,e number of 
tho left larger than those In winch both foet 
were tlio sumo size are much more variable. 
Man, being naturally or artificially right 
handed and left logged, tends unconsciously 
to boar to the right; lower animals, on the 
other hand, appear nearly always to circle to 
the left.— Pall Mall Gazette.

HE MADE A MISTAKE, 

A Wonld-Bo Bobber "Hulds Up" a Cuviboo 
Jiati and lsjltccelvi'd at the JIuz- 
kIo of a Revolver. 

It is a long time since a genuine high- 
way robbory has been committed in 
Victoria, th inks to tho vigilance of tho 
police. On Wednesday night, however, 
a decidedly bold attempt was made, 
fortunately futile because the highway- 
man attempted to victimize a veritable 
Tartar. The circumstances in connec- 
tion with thu case are narrated by the 
assaulted person aa follows: 

"Cariboo Joe," as the intended vic- 
tim is generally culled by his friends, 
had left tho saloon of Mr. Peter Steele, 
where ho is employed as bartender, unci 
was proceeding home along Fort street 
with a considerable amount of money in 
his pocket. 

It was a few minutes after 11 o'clock, 
and Joe had reached rather a dark spot, 
near Quadra street, when a staluart 
young fellow, dressed in dark clothes 
confronted him, and saluted him with 
an abrupt "Hands up ! You've got 
sonic money about you r' 

The assailed party, as his nickname 
would denote, is an old Cariboo miner, 
and not the style of a man to (piietly 
give up his money. The order, "Hands 
up I" was hardly given him when lie hud 
drawn a revolver from his pocket and 
shoving it into the would-be robber's 
face, he replied, "Up it is I" 

He had a splendid "bead" on the 
highwayman, who, 'fearing that his 
hour had come, promptly put up his 
hands while ho tried to explain that it 
was tdl a joke. 

Still keeping him covered, Cariboo 
Joe in a most emphatic way replied that 
he thought he would find it was. He 
further proceeded to explain to the rob- 
ber that ho had struck a "snag," 
as it were, and if he moved, 
or made any effort to "draw," he was 
assured that it would mean a bullet in 
the heart. 

Never lowering his weapon, Joe then 
proceeded to give the badly disconcerted 
hoodlum some sensible advice, at the 
same time informing him that he had 
plenty of motley and a good watch in 
iiis pocket anil daring him to come and 
try to take them. 

Every minute added to the highway- 
man's uneasiness, and when Joe told 
him to "skip," and threatened to "put 
a hole in him" if ho looked around, he 
lost no time iu making his escape. 

in the excitement of the moment, 
"Cariboo Joe" did not think, as ho 
doubtless should have, of inarching bis 
prisoner to tho police station. Nor is 
lie able to give a very graphic descrip- 
tion of the man, who, he says, was of 
medium height, fairly well dressed, and 
having the general appearance of a 
respectable sailor or mechanic.

Two of the men are noted smug- 
glers of the Sound country anil have 
been hunted by every inspector of the 
customs for the past four years. Their 
names are Hill Kastou, alias Black Hill, 
Jack Powers and a Northern Pacific 
railway conductor named Fisher, The 
opium was brought to Tacoma from Vic- 
toria on the Olympian on Tuesday night 
but the men were unable to land it on ac- 
count of the inspectors. Wednesday morn- 
ing a man was sent out from the steam- 
er in a small boat as a decoy, hut only 
ono inspector followed and the other 
watched them land tho opium. Then 
he called on them to surrender, at the 
same time covering them with his re- 
volver. The men were turned over to 
Deputy United States Marshal Price 
and taken to the county jail, hut were 
released on SI ,000 bonds furnished in 
cash by Easton. The value of the opiinn 
is ^,-'10. 



An Interesting Interview.

money is invested. l '\\ r o have had," 
said he, "more than one interview with 
the Minister of Marine and Fisheries, 
and he took the greatest pains to obtain 
from us every possible particular in re- 
gard to the salmon fisheries of British 
Columbia, the habits of the fish, their 
different sizes, the extent and variety of 
the runs in the rivers of British Colum- 
bia at different seasons of the year, and 
information as to the amount of the 
catches for several years past." 

"How was the Minister impressed 
with your representations?" asked the 

Empire. 

"lie gathered from us that salmon 
fishing ou the Pacific coast is very dif- 
ferent from that of any other part of 
the Dominion, ami that special regula- 
tions are necessary in this relation for 
the province of British Columbia, We 
arequite satisfied that he will give this 
matter the best consideration and en- 
deavor to meet our wishes as far as pos- 
sible. We had the pleasure of shaking 
hands with Sir John Macdonald and 
were glad to sec him looking so well and 
hearty. Wo regard him, and have al- 
ways done so, as a true friend of British 
Columbia." 

"What about the Chinese question?" 

"We did not come for the purpose of 
seeing the Government on this subject. 
The question of cheap labor in the pro- 
vince is one of a very serious nature, and 
now that the country is progressing so 
rapidly this necessity is becoming more 
apparent every day, and wo feel iptito 
sure that the question will solve itself 
ill tho near future."— Toronto Empire,
